Myers Foggin, F.R.A.M., Hon. R.C.M.

Your President is an old friend of mine, and our friendship is one 
on which I place a high assessment and also one that I treasure with 
affection. 


The members of the R.A.M. Club do not need to be reminded 
of Myers Foggin’s full and useful life as Warden of the R.A.M., 
nor do they need to be told by me about his many-sided gifts as a 
musician; nevertheless, I, who have had the privilege of being 
associated with your President in musical activities outside the 
cloisters of the R.A.M., would like to pay my tribute to him as he 
enters upon his year of presidential office. 


Myers, or as he prefers to be known to his friends, “ВШ” Foggin 
is one of those clear-headed men who are an asset to any institution 
or society. He is a man who can combine a sure grasp of administra- 
tive affairs with a deep and abiding love of music. A fine pianist 
and excellent conductor, he not only assists in his own self-effacing 
way to guide the fortunes of the R. A.M. but he is a most valuable 
Honorary official of the Royal Philharmonic Society. 


It may not be generally known that Myers Foggin was not only 
born in Newcastle-upon- Tyne but—and this is a most important 
“ but "—he is also a Freeman of that City and the honour is ап 
hereditary one. Amongst the social privileges to which Freemen of 
Newcastle-on- Tyne are entitled is the curious one of being allowed 
to graze a cow on the T'own Moor. We have no record that Myers 
Foggin ever availed himself of this ancient privilege; apparently 
the joy and pride of leading his favourite cow through the streets of 
the city up to the Town Moor had no attractions for the young man 


who was destined for the pastures of art. 
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However, he has not always been occupied in gentle pursuits;. 


indeed, his schoolboy prowess at Rugger won him his County Cap. 
Having escaped from that scrum he boldly elected to tackle the 
fiercer scrum of music. Myers Foggin, having been taught by his 
father and Sigmund Oppenheim, and at the Royal Academy of 
Music by York Bowen and the late Tobias Matthay, arrived on the 
threshold of his career fighting fit, and he has not only stayed the 
course but has achieved a high measure of success. At the com- 
paratively early age of 28 he became a Professor at the Royal 
Academy of Music, and also the conductor of the People’s Palace 
Choral and Orchestral Society; these two appointments seem to 
have been a turning point in his career for from this time onwards 
it became clear that wider and more varied fields of musical activity 
than that of a concert pianist were open to him. His war service in 
the R.A.F. as an Intelligence Officer further directed and charted 
his future professional voyage. 


At the end of World War II we find Myers Foggin still in charge 
of the People’s Palace musical activities and also a guest conductor 
of the Carl Rosa Opera Company. In 1948 he became the Director 
of Opera at the Royal Academy of Music and the following year 
he was appointed Warden of that institution at the age of 41, with 
a wealth of experience behind him and the virility of youthful 
middle age with which to face all the adventures of the future. 


As an unrepentant sentimentalist I like to think—indeed, I 
believe—that his happy marriage to Lotte, his pretty wife, has led 
him into a harbour of contentment from whence he can set sail for 
the Troy of his ambitions. | 


When W. S. Gilbertin “ Тһе Gondoliers " gave the Don Alhambra 
the line “ Life is one closely complicated tangle " he was probably 
voicing a widely held opinion but I must tell you that President Bill 
Foggin is a very good unraveller. This special gift he has often 
displayed at Committee meetings of the Royal Philharmonic 
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Society, and when knotty problems have presented themselves his 
particular dissecting type of mind has on many occasions been of 
inestimable value. p^ 


Asa speech-maker he can turn a phrase with grace and charm 
and, when the occasion calls for it, with devastating precision. 
Myers Foggin and precision are synonymous terms. 


I am sure that I am expressing what is in the hearts and minds of 
all the members of the R.A.M. Club when I wish him a happy and 
successful year as President. At the end of his year of office we 
shall all say, with one accord, again borrowing from and making 
free use of W. S. Gilbert: |

Pages from R.A.M. History—VI

In 1832 Cipriani Potter succeeded Dr. Crotch as Principal of the 
R.A.M. He had previously been a Piano Professor and had charge 
of the orchestra. Except in Academy circles and among musical 
historians little more of him than his uncommon name is now 
remembered; it is doubtful whether anyone now living has heard 
any of his music in public, though he composed a good deal which 
was valued in his day.* In his youth he had studied in Vienna 
where he made friends with Beethoven, who expressed admiration 
for his musical ability. 


In 1829 Fétis, the eminent French theorist, had reported on the 
working of the Academy. Potter’s work, conducting the orchestra, 
impressed him very favourably. “ Mr. Potter is an excellent musi- 
cian and in every respect qualified for the function he fulfils.” 
He spoke highly of some “ exercises ” which Potter used in his 
training. But he had a less high opinion of some of our professors, 
though he was very complimentary with regard to Attwood whom 
he thought “ not estimated according to his real merits ". “ I have 
no doubt" he continues, “ that if this composer had applied his 
genius to.a language less stubborn and more musical than the 

: iani i i onic pro- 
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He was last seen performing at the first London performance of Brahms's Requiem 
in 1871, the year of his death. 
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English (sc!) he would have acquired a great reputation throughout 
the rest of Europe." Some of us would subscribe to parts of this. 
The young Attwood had been a pupil of Mozart in Vienna and it is 
not mere fancy to trace sometimes the influence. We would also 
agree that “ the necessity of giving continual and fatiguing lessons 
has the effect of blunting the fine edge of genius’. Speaking of our 
student-composers Fétis says: “ These young persons enjoy the 
inestimable advantage of having their compositions executed by a 
complete orchestra on the Tuesday and Saturday of every week. 
This practical instruction appears to me the best that is received in 
the Academy." He adds, however: “ A good professor of counter- 
point would contribute greatly to the progress of English music." 


Cipriani Potter ranked high as a solo pianist. He had the honour 
of introducing three of Beethoven's concertos to the English public 
at concerts of the Philharmonic Society, of which he was one of the 
early Associates. His published piano works extenü to Op.29 and 
he wrote also Chamber Music of various kinds. Nine Symphonies 
of his were played at Philharmonic concerts. Some (MS.) are 
preserved in the library of the Royal Philharmonic Society. He was 
highly regarded as a conductor, beating time with his hand, not with 
a baton. | | 


Eric Blom recalled a pleasant story of how Wagner, coming to 
conduct a Philharmonic concert in 1855, took a lot of trouble over 
a Symphony of Potter’s. Perhaps, he suggested, because it was by 
a man who had known Beethoven, or, alternatively, because Potter 
was old, appreciative and deferential. It is nice to have evidence 
that Wagner knew how to make himself pleasant. He certainly 
knew how to be unpleasant to the orchestra. No doubt they dis- 
liked his drastic innovations in performing classics, but by all 
account they were able and experienced players, however con- 
servative, who might have been amenable to a tactful approach. 

Potter seems to have had valuable administrative powers. Sir 
Gore Ouseley, in his edition of Naumann's History of Music, 
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wrote: “ He did much to enlarge and improve the R.A.M. and it 
was in a great measure owing to his good management that the 
Institution finally emerged from the financial struggle which for 
many years threatened its continued existence." |

ings (January 2, 3), at which speakers and lecturers on educational 
aspects of music were Kenneth Simpson, Arnold Bentley, Daphne 
Bird, and Daphne Oram. Concerts and Recitals were given by 
The Virtuoso Ensemble, Janet Craxton, Harold Craxton and Alan 
Richardson. 


The Main Conference on January 3 opened with the Reception 
by Sir Thomas and Lady Armstrong at R.A.M., followed by music 
by the Aeolian Quartet which included Benjamin Britten’s String 
Quartet I. On January 4 the President's Address was on The 
Professional Musician and after the Annual General Meeting lectures 
were given by Sir Donald Wolfit and Ruth Pitter. A Musical 
Evening at R.C.M. was given by The Cornell Glee Club. 


Further lecturers on January 5, 6, included Charles Gibb-Smith, 
Humphrey Searle and Peter Maxwell. Visits were paid to West- 
minster Abbey (including Evensong) and to the Royal Opera House 
for a performance of Aida. 


Discussions on Professional Topics took place on January 6 in 
which opening speakers were Leonard Isaacs and Sir "Thomas 
Armstrong. The Solo-Performers' Section Annual Meeting took 
place at Bedford College in the afternoon and the Conference 
ended with the Annual Dinner at the Connaught Rooms.

Mr. KEITH FALENER, the new Director of R.C.M., had some 
interesting things to say in an interview recently published in The 
Times. Тһе succession of eminent singers from this country to hold 
professorships at Cornell University gives assurance of the con- 
fidence felt in America in British methods of musical education. 


Comparing British with American routine Mr. Falkner said he 


. liked their plan of providing in each Term a demonstration recital 


given by the professor. “This specially applies to singers, 75 
per cent can be instruction, but the other 25 per cent should be 
demonstration." He has no time for the illusion that the “ natural ” 
singer can worthily appear without training. 


Recalling the teaching of Albert Garcia in basic voice production 
and his experience as British Council officer for music in Italy, 
Mr. Falkner said that though he longed for the old Italian method, 
that sort of protracted tuition was not economically practicable 
these days. Moreover, the power of interpretation was more valu- 
able than technique which could be taught. There have been 
singers of high repute, he pointed out, whose personality and 
interpretative powers were such as to mask or render negligible 
defects of tonal quality which otherwise might have been apparent. 
But we can recall others (our own Ben Davies for example) who 
retained their beauty of tone up to the very end of a long life. 
This could only have been due to steady adherence to principles 
and habits of voice production established during a thorough basic 
training. But that rare artist who unifies all the essential qualities 
is acknowledged by learned and simple alike. 


Dr. RUTH RaILTON, speaking to "Peterborough ” of Daily Tele- 
graph about the projected visit of her National Youth Orchestra to 
Russia, told him she expects to include concerts in Moscow and 
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Leningrad. After successes in Germany, France, Belgium and the 
Netherlands she thinks that the work is better understood in those 
countries than here. She says that two years ago, on a visit to 
Russia, she was filled with envy by the special junior music schools 
there, at which outstandingly musical children are educated. Her 
own plan, 14 years ago, was to open such schools in this country, 
but in default, she formed the holiday school we know as سا‎ 
National Youth Orchestra.

Percy Waller, Hon. R.A.M. 
Vivian Langrish writes:— 


It is a great honour to be asked to write a few words about Percy 
Waller; but I must confess this lies heavily upon me, for to find 
adequate expression for such an unique person is an almost im- 
possible task. 


The recent sudden death of “ P. W.", as we often spoke of him, 
was indeed a shattering blow to all of us—more particularly to 
those who were privileged to be within his inner circle of friends. 


His was a nature which radiated benevolence. His unlimited, 
sympathetic kindness to any and all who might need it was never 
held back and all who knew him will agree that his was a most 
lovable character. I have vivid personal recollections of his warm- 
hearted understanding. I am proud to think that we had much in 
common, not only in the sphere of music but in many others, not 
the least of which was sport (even if it was only garden cricket which 
he always played with great zest and enjoyment!) 


I doubt whether he ever said an unkind word about anyone and 
his gentleness in the examination room was proverbial—many 
were the times when he gently chided me for not being merciful! 
He detested ostentation in any form or anything which might draw 
attention to himself. 


. Numerous happy memories crowd into one's mind—and in spite 
of the stress of war which was upon us at the height of the blitz, we 
used to spend evenings at Holford Road, playing duets, louder and 
louder as the noise outside got bigger and bigger. Never were there 
such tremendous performances of Brahms, Tchaikovsky or Elgar! 


Or, perhaps at my house, when a whole act of “ Meistersinger " 


would be performed non-stop on two pianos and dear “ P. W.” 
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would be living every moment of it. One could go on ad. lib. with 
panegyrics but humility on my part when thinking of him prevents 
it. Suffice it to say that in Percy Waller we met a most rare example 
of the perfect English gentleman of great charm combined with the 


consummate artist. , 


Margaret Elizabeth Ford, A.R.A.M.
